General Manager Hibbard of the telephone 
company has taken a most lively interest in 
the matter. He himself has spent a great 
deal of time within the last few days going 
over the lines of his extensive plant on the 
West Side. Last evening a party of engi- 
neers visited the power-houses of the West 
Park board at Douglas and Garfield Parks. 
They carefully examined every dynamo and 
looked over every part of the machinery 
that could by any posalbility have communi- 
cation through the ground or otherwise with 
the wires of the telephone company. They 
found the plants, they said, in perfect order. 

While the investigation is being pursued 
on the supposition that the new West Park 
electrical system is in some way responsible, 
it is admitted that this may be altogether 
the wrong clew. One fact that argues 


_gtrongly on this side of the perplexing prob- 


lem ts that the wires of the lighting and tele- 
phone systems are about as far removed 
from one another along the boulevards as 
it is possible to place them. The West Park 
Board has taken the pains to place all of its 
wires in conduits underground. The tele- 
phone wires are still on poles in these local- 
ities, and how an erratic current could get 
from one to the other is something no one, it 
seems, can explain. 

This objection td the theories now held by 
the engineers is, however, offset by a circum- 
stance which seems to firmly fasten the 
blame on the West Park lighting system. 
Almost without exception, according to the 
testimony of the telephone operators, the 
whirring or whistling stops as soon as the 
park power-houses close down and the cur- 
rent is shut off for the night. This is done 
each night at 11 o’clock. 

Another pecullar fact, too, is that it is not 
necessary to take up a telephone receiver in 
order to hear the noise. It can be heard as 
plainly by standing under any of the new 
are lights along the boulevards of thé West 
Side.

HOUSE WHICH HOBART WILL OCCUPY. 


Vice-President-Elect Will Live at Bel- 
mont in Washington, Where He 
Can See Mount Vernon. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 21.—[Special.}— 
Belmont, where Vice-President Hobart will 
make his residence after March 4, 1807, is 
one of the most desirably located as well 
as elegant residences at the national cap- 
ital. It is situated on the brow of Four- 
teenth street. hill, now known as Columbia 
Heights, and overlooks not only the Na- 
tional Capitol but the surrounding States 
@ Maryland and Virginia. From the south- 
ern portico of the house can be seen Mount 
Vernon in the bend which the Potomac 
River makes in front of the former home of 
Washington. To the northeast of Belmont 
is Calumet place, the home of Mrs. John A. 
Logan, who will be the nearest neighbor of 
the Hobarts, and to the northwest is the 
cozy residence of Associate Justice Harlan 
of the United States Supreme Court. Due 
north of Belmont about three blocks stands 
the Chinese Legation. 

Columbia Heights, upon which Belmont 
is situated, is considered the most attractive 
part of the suburbs af Washington. Bel- 
mont belongs to A. L. Barber, who made 


his money handling Trinidad asphalt, with 


which the streets of the national capital are 
paved. It is fully a quarter ot a century 
since Mr. Barber secured the ground upon 
which he erected the residence shortly to 
be occupied by the Vice-President-elect or the 
United States. This property has always 
been considered the most eligibly situated 
in the vicinity of Washington, and has fre- 
quently been mentioned in connection with 
a suburban residence for the President of 
the United States.

Adjournment—Taken for Granted 
That It Will Go te the House tz a 
short Time—Reason for Holding Up 
the Arbitration Treaty Comes to the 
Surface in This Connection—Other 
News from the National Capital., 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 21.—{Special.}]—It 
was demonstrated by a vote on adjournment 
in the Senate today that the Nicaraguan 
canal bill will pase by a vote of two to one. 

Turpie, Vilas, and a few administration 
Senators are doing all in their power to 
delay action, but will not agree on a time for 
a vote, as they know that the decision would 
be against the administration, which has 
persistently fought the canal project from 
the start. A petition has already been pre- 
sented to Speaker Reed asking for time in 
‘the. House to consider the matter, it being 
taken for granted that the bill will get 
through the Senate in a short time. 


Verge of a Deadiocck. 

The Senate was on the verge of a dead- 
lock over the bill today, and for a time there 
were prospects of a protracted test of en- 
durance, extending the session late Into the 
night. 

Mr. Morgan, in charge of the bill, was de- 
termined to secure a time for a final vote. 
This was resisted, however, by Mr. Turple 
and Mr. Vilas. Thereupon Mr, Morgan an- 
nounced that he would ask the Senate to 
sit out“ the bill, remaining in continues 
session until a vote was forced. This evoked 
sharp criticism. Mr. Vilas finally made a 
dilatory motion which, on a roll-call, dis- 
closed the absence of a quorum, and Mr. Mor- 
gan was obliged to give up his plan for today, 
although he expects to execute it if an agree- 
ment for a vote is not reached. . 

Mr. Turple concluded his speech against 
the Nicaragua Canal bill, the third day being 
a continuance of the former bitter invective 
directed against the measure. 


Why the Treaty Is Hung Up. 

Senator Morgan let the cat out of the bag 
this afternoon in regard to the arbitration 
treaty. In the first. place he announced that 
the Committee oh Foreign Affairs, of which 
he is a member; had decided to report the 
Olney-Pauncefote treaty for consideration 
in executive session next Wednesday. Then 
he announced that it would be almost abso- 
lutely necessary to secure a final vote on the 
Nicaraguan Canal project before the arbitra- 
tion treaty could be agreed to, for otherwise 
Great Britain could utilize the treaty to keep 
the United States out of the isthmus for 
years to come by making some absurd claim 
of territorial control and submitting it to 
arbitration. Mr. Morgan intimated that 
either the Nicaraguan Canal bill would 
have to be accepted by both Houses or else 
the treaty would have to be amended in such 
a way as to protect the interests of the 
United States in the isthmus. 

The Clayton-Bulwer treaty is what stands 
in the way of this government building the 
canal itself, and it was to avoid the obliga- 
tions of that document that the pending bill 
was drafted so as to permit the United 
States to secure control of the canal by be- 
coming majority stockholders. It is a well- 
known fact that Great Britain has fre- 
quently protested against any paramount 
control by the United States on the isthmus, 
and it is the belief in the Senate that the 
first case to be prought up under the arbitra- 
tion treaty would almost unquestionably be 
the Nicaraguan Canal, and as the treaty is 
ingeniously contrived to promote delays and 
diplomatic correspondence, the construction 
of that waterway could be deferred almost 
indefinitely. 

Provisions of the Measure. 

The measure now under consideration pro- 
vides for the reorganization of the Maritime 
Canal company of Nicaragua with 1,000,000 
shares at $100 each. It is proposed that all 
the stock in the old company except the 
Lonus issued to Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
shall be canceled and that then tie Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shall, in behalf of the 
United States, subscribe for 700,000 shares 
of the capital stock in consideration of the 
guarantee by the United States of the bonds 
of the company. 

The Board of Directors of the cor: pany is 
to consist of eleven persons, one to be ap- 
pointed each by Costa Rica and Nicsragua, 
one by the stockholders other than those 
two governments, and eight by fhe President 
of the United States. The quorum of the 
directors is made up of six members, of 
whom five must be the United States di- 
rectors. Each director appointed by the 
President is required to make a personal ex- 
amination of the work at least once a year 
and send in an annual 1 eport. 

To secure the means to construct and com- 
rlete the canal the company is authorized 
to issue coupons or registered bonds to an 
amount not exceeding $100,000,000, payable 
in 1926, but redeemable at the Treasury of 
the United States after 1906 at par or 3 per 
cent interest. These bonds are tc be se- 
cured by a first mortgage on the canal prop 
crty, provision being made for a sinking 
fund sufficient for the payment of the bonds 
at maturity. In return for the issue of stock 
the government of the United States guar- 
antees the payment ot the principal and in- 
terest of the bonds. 

Out of the net earnings each year the cor- 
poration is to pay, first, the interest on the 
tonded debt guaranteed by the United 
States; secondly, an annual dividend of not 
to exceed 5 per cent; and the balance of the 
net earnings is to constitute a sinking fund 
for the payment of the mortgage. All divi- 
dends on the United States stock are also 
to be paid into the sinking fund and applied 
to the extinguishing of the debt. 


Government Protected. 

“The company is specifically forbidden to 
issue any bonds or mortgages or to indorse 
or guarantee any paper or obligation except 
as provided in the act now before Congress. 

The friends of the canal believe that as 
the United States will hold seven-tenths of 
the stock and appoint eight out of the eleven 
directors it will be able to control ihe eon- 
struction of the canal absolutely and pre- 
vent a repetiton of the Pacfic railroad fiasco. 

The sentiment in the Senate for the bulld- 
ing of the canal is particularly strong. In 
the closing. hours of the last Congress a 
canal bill was easily passed in the Senate, 
which did not protect the government near! 
so woll as the present one. It is ho 1 
therefore, that the measure can be pushed 
through the Senate and brought to a vote 
in the House in spite of the brief time re- 
maining during the present session of Con- 
gress.

IMMIGRATION BILL 18 COMPROWISED. 


Changes in the Measure as Agreed 
Upon by the House and sen- 
ate Conferrees. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 21.—The com- 
promise immigration bill which has been 
agreed upon by the conferrees of the House 
and Senate, and which will come before the 
two Houses for acceptance within a few 
days, contains several new features which 
have not before been made public. 

The first section of the Senate bill is re- 
tained, which excludes from the United 
State all persons over 16 years of age who 
cannot read and write the English language 
or the language of their native country, but 
is amended by the words “ or resident be- 
fore country,“ in accordance with a sug- 
gestion made by Chairman Barthold of the 
House committee. 

For the purpose of testing the ability of 
immigrants to read it is provided that they 
shall draw from a box a printed slip con- 
taining between twenty and twenty-five 
words of the Constitution instead of five 
lines of it required by the Senate bill, and 
read these words. A clause is added to the 
bill that, if the slips are not at hand for use 
the officers shall make the test by the most 
appropriate and available means at hand, 
and state in writing the reasons the slips 
are lacking and the substitute test employed. 

The section of the Senate bill exempting 
from the act persons who may enter from 
Cuba during the disorders there is retained. 

A new section is added to the bill which 
follows: That any alien who shall, in 
violation of this act or any other existing 
law, secure entry into the United States 
without inspection or examination, or 
through mistake, misrepresentation, collu- 
sion, deception, or fraud, may be taken into 
custody by the properly authorized immi- 
gration officers within thirty days after the 
facts become known to them, and such 
allen, upon special! inquiry at the most con- 
venient place, conduct, according to Sec. 5 
of the immigration act of March 3, 1893, 
shall be dealt with as provided by law for 
alien immigrants upon their first arrival.” 

Instead of taking effect three months after 
its passage the bill is amended to take effect 
July 1, 1897. 


SENATOR HILL ARRAIGNS TRUSTS. 


He Says the People Are Rising Against 
These Vast Aggregations of 
Capital. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 21.—When the 
contest over electric light conduits in the 
streets of Washington was resumed in the 
Senate today Senator Hill arraigned the old 
company as a monopoly and then branched 
off to a general arraignment of trusts and 
the vast aggregations of capital throughout 
the country. : 

The people were rising against these vast 
syndicates, he said, notwithstanding they 
were formed by many very eminent men, in- 
cluding members of the church. And yet 
every time a voice was raised against such 
a monopoly some gentieman arose and pro- 
tested against any disturbance of business 
interests. 

It was the same plea entered in behalf of 
the sugar trust and every other trust. 


WEST SUPERIOR CONCERN IN TROUBLE 


Receivers Appointed for Russell and 
Miller Mijling Company—Stated the 
Stockholders De Not Agree. 


West Superior, Wis., Jan. 21.—The Russell 
and Miller Milling company, which today ap- 
plied for the appointment of receivers by the 
Federal courts of Fargo, N. P., and Madison, 
Wis., was incorporated in 1893 with $400,000 
capital, John Russell, President, Arthur 
Miller, Vice-President and Manager. The 
company operates one of the largest plants 
in the city, and Is net understood to be in 
any financial difficulty, but has sought the 
appointment of receivers through disagree- 
ment of stockholders. 

The company's articles of incorporation 
were recorded both at Madison, Wis., and 
Fargo, N. D., herice the necessity of apply- 
ing to the courts.

voice out of the howling hurricane to tell 
why or how many. Seven, eight, nine, or 
ten lives lost: no one knows. Anxious wateh- 
ers say a woman, lashed to A stalwart sea- 
man, Went down among the boiling break- 
ers, Possibly—but not probably—a child was 
‘lest. No one knows yet. Such is, in brief, 
the scant history of the less of the big 
schooner Nahum Chapin on the lee shore of 
Long Island, off Quogue, at daybreak today. 

One body, undoubtedly that of the Cap- 
tain, Ernest L. Arey, was washed ashore 
up to dusk this evening. Guards were still 
patrolling the beach, for others will come 
in; to the east or the west, on the booming 
breakers. There were bruises on the body. 

Tt was one of the worst nights ever secn 
along the bleak Long Island coast. The 
wind was blowing on shore at a rate of 
sixty miles an hour and it rained torrents. 
The whole coast was under patrol by the 
life-saving reserves. | 

The wreck was discovered by Charles A. 
Carter, surfman of the Quogue aration ot 
3:55 a. m. as he stood near the station 
the highest point of the shore. He saw 
through the thick sea mist two 
white lights and one of red, and then made 
out the gails, all but the top sails, which had 
been stripped along with the missen. Carter 
fired three signals, but there was no reply 
from the ship. | 

Alarms were sent along the coast and the 
life-savers gathered and tried repeatedly to 
throw a line over the wreck, but failed until 
5:45, when two lines went over the bull and 
the jibstays. Not a move was made to take 
any of these lines, as far as could be sen, 
and it was evident the men were having 
all they could do to hang on. Daylight came 
at 7 o'clock. 

With the light some of the life-savers 
made out four or five men in the fore rig- 
ging on the ‘starbohrd side, clinging one 
above another half way to the cross-trées. 
They. did not appear to be lashed. Then 
there were three men on the ropes of the 
flying jibboom.. At 7 o’cléck the watchers 
saw two men drop into the sea from the 
forerigging. Then all three masts of the 
steamer went by the board at once. Thirt 
seconds later the jib went and that settle 
all. The ship broke up all at once and in 
fifteen minutes Wreckage lined the beach. 

The body of the Captain came ashore at 
8:30 a. m. one-half mile west of the station. 
It was found by Eugene Seaman, a fisher- 
man. Even the schooner’s name is not 
complete. One plece, the cap of the main 
hatch, carries the register and the number 
carved with a chisel, as the law commands. 
This gives its net tonnage at 534, 12, 100; 
its gross tonnage at 566, 92, 100; and its num- 
ber as 130,244. 

William S. Terrell of the Tiana life-sav- 
ing station said tonight: 

1 saw the schooner before she broke 
apart, when all the men were in the rigging. 
I saw six in the forward rigging and three 
on the jibboam ropes. What struck me mast 
forcibly was the figure of a man of great 
stature low down in the forward rigging. 
Lashed to him and to the rigging was a 
much smaller figtre in white, which I took 
to be a woman in her night clothes. It might 
have been a smaller man, but as the others 
were not lashed together and this was the 
only figure in white I had no doubt that it 
was a woman. 

saw a girl pick up on the beach a 
hair brush, delicate of pattern and evidently 
the pride of a woman. I saw this girl take 
out of it long silken hairs, dark brown in 
color. Those hairs must have come from 
a woman's head. 

“The presumption that a child perished 
with the schooner is based upon a little red 
chair that washed ashore, a tangled battct:

THE POPULAR VICTORY. 

The supreme cause for congratulation in 
the election of Mr. Mason, on the part of the 
Republicans of [linois, and particularly on 
the part of the Republicans of Cook Coun- 
ty, is the smashing of the disreputable and 
corrupt machine which sought to elect Mad- 
den, and, defeated in that purpose, attempt- 
ed to elect Lorimer. The election of Mason 
was preöminently a victory for the people. 

This defeated and now happily demol- 
ished machine, not content with running 
the government of Cook County, conspired 
to seize upon the government of the State 
and presumed to believe that Goy. Tanner

They kept both of them 
off the list of speakers in the State cam- 
paign, but fortunately the National com- 
mittee recognized their ability and the 
strong hold they had upon the people, and 
thus their stirring appeals were heard all 
over the State. 

Unquestionably Mr. Mason was a prime 
favorite with the press and the people of 
Illinois, not alone because of his years of 
ready and successful work for Republican- 
ism in every campaign, but because they 
knew he was the declared and open enemy 
of the Cook County gang. They had seen 


his assaults upon the machine and they ad- 


mired his pluck and ability. Though for a 
time the machine prevailed over him it 
could not keep him down. In every cam- 
paign his voice was heard and his genial 
presence was seen. He had gn unflinching 
faith in the people and the people had the 
same unflinching trust in him, and at last 
they lose to his support with an impetus the 
machine could not check and rewarded him 
with the high office of Senator. 

The election of Mr. Mason, therefore, is 
a victory of the people over this disreputa- 
ble machine. The gang was alert and 
adroit, unscrupulous as it was industrious, 
but this time it was not fighting a faction 
but the people and the latter have crushed 
it. It has lost its power and its plunder. 
It is incapable of further mischief if the 
people remain true to their determination.

CANADA WANTS TOO ONE-SIDED A 
5 BARGAIN, 

The Liberal party having come into power 
in Canada, the old question of more intimate 
trade relations with this country has been 
revived, and two members of that party are 
already in Washington to learn the senti- 
ment of our lawmakers as to a proposition 
from the Liberals for a one-sided reciproci- 
ty treaty between Canada and the United 
States, 

These two gentlemen will not be ‘suc- 
cessful in their mission, for the simple rea- 
son that they propose reciprocity mainly in 
products which we do not want because we 
have plenty of our own of the same kind and 
raise them ourselves, As the natural prod- 
ucts of our northern tier of States are quite 
similar to the products of Canada, because 
natural and climatic conditions are the 
same, it is useless to expect a remission of 
American duties upon those of Canada. 
The conditions at present are the same as 
those which existed under the old reciproci- 
ty treaty of 1866, and as that was a “ jug- 
handled ” affair, which proved to be mainly 
for the benefit of Canada, it is useless for 
the Canadians to expect its restoration. 

The tropble with the Canadians is that 
they want too much advantage; they want 
reciprocity in the same kind of products— 
namely: those of agriculture and forestry, 
which we do not need to import, and which 
would give them free access to our vast mar- 
ket, while they will not consent to let in 
any of our manufactured goods without 
paying heaty duties. Why should we take 
their oats, oatmeal, barley, hay, cows, , 
horses, mutton, fruit, and vegetables of all 
sorts, which we raise abundantly ourselves ? 
Nor do their farmers want to buy our wheat, 
as they raise more than they need. 

The American farmers all along the north - 
ern border are demanding the restoration 

of the McKinley duties on the agricultural 
products of Canada. Under these circum- 
stances there is no good reason or argument 
for reciprocity in the same thing produced 
on both sides of the line. 

What the Americans want is reciprocity 
in unlike exports and imports. They might 
be willing to open their markets to agricult- 
ural products provided the Canadians open 
their market to American manufactured 
commodities of various kinds. But against 
this the Canadian manufacturers yigorous- 
ly “kick.” They will have none of it, 
Neither should we have any of theiragri- 
cultural stuff which we do not need. 

It is of no use, therefore, for the Libera! 
party to send its Commissioners here to open 
our markets wider for Canadians on any 
nuch one-sided trade proposition. To give 
the run of our immense markets for

Canada 
should understand that we are under no 
obligations to her, not even for good-will, 
for the Americans have not forgotten the 
destruction of their seal herds near Alaska 
by Canadian poachers, or the six million dol- 
lars in which they were mulcted by the 
Belgian umpire upon the pretext of settling 
Nova Scotia fishery indebtedness, when as 
a matter of fact this country did not in jus- 
tice owe them a dollar. The Liberal Com- 
missioners therefore may as well pack their 
illiberal proposition in their gripsacks and 
start for home. Americans are not in the 
habit of being bitten twice in the same place 
and manner. 


NEW ‘YORK AND CHICAGO WEALTH. 

The following table shows the loans and 
deposits and also the capital and net profits 
of sixty-five New York City banks. Forty- 
seven of them are national and eighteen 
State. There are 100 State banks in the 
city, so that the business done by less than 
one-fifth of them is given. The table gives 
the same information concerning forty-four 
Chicago banks, twenty-four of them na- 
tional and twenty State. This covers all 
the State banks there are, so that the full 
strength of the Chicago institutions is given, 
and that of the New York banks only in 
part:

eposits 557,386,000 105,337,000 
Loans 1,899,000 131,440,000 

Thus it will be seen that for every dollar 
Chicagoans have deposited in their banks 
New-Yorkers have deposited over five in 
theirs. Where the Chicago banks have 
loaned one dollar the New York banks have 
loaned nearly fivedollars. Though so many 
New York banks are omitted, those which 
are given have more than twice the capital 
and net profits of all the Chicago banks. 

The bank clearances, which are published 
weekly, also serve to show the superiority 
of New York in the item of wealth. While 
the clearances of that city range from 600 
to 650 millions, those of Chicago are from 80 
to 100 millions. 

Chicago may lead in population now, but 
when it comes to accumulated wealth—to 
capital, which employs workingmen, who 
in turn set others at work to furnish them 
with food, shelter, and clothing— New York 
is far in the van. She carries on more than 
half the foreign trade of the country. She 
is the holder of the bonds, mortgages, and 
other secusities which are a lien on property 
outside New York. 

In addition to that, New York has 65% 
miles of solidly built up territory. She has 
no farm lands within her limits, as Chicago 
has. Her real estate is all improved and 
pays high rentals. 

Yet the Chicago taxeaters think it is 
shocking that the taxpayers of this city are 
not compelled to contribute as much for 
municipal purposes as the New-Yorkers do. 
These cormorants contend that because 
Chicago has as many people as New York 
she can stand as heavy taxation. But the 
per capita wealth of New York is five times 
that of Chicago, and it is out of the wealth 
of a city that taxes are drawn. 

When Chicago has become a creditor city, 
instead of a debtor city, and when securi- 
ties, which are liens on the resources of 
other communities, are owned here by mill- 
ions, it will be time to begin to talk of taxa- 
tion on the New York scale. 

No new community, and Chicago is such, 
can have the accumulated wealth of a city 
which, though it’s inferior in-population, has 
been saving up capital for many generations. 
The New York bank deposits are not so 


*heavy Because that city has so many people, 


but because it has been in business for two 
and a half centuries. 


THE GENERAL ARBITRATION TREATY. 

The Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions has listened courteously and patiently 
to Secretary Olney’s reasons why the Sen- 
ate should ratify the general arbitration 
convention between the United States and 
Great Britain, and from the questions and 
criticisms of members it is apparent the 
committee will be in no haste to act. It 
goes without saying that the Secretary 
vigorously advocated the treaty, declaring 
that it was in no sense in derogation or sub- 
version of the Monroe doctrine, that any 
dispute over the Nicaragua Canal would be 
subject to arbitration tnder the terms of 
the agreement, and that while King Oscar 
might naturally sympathize with the Euro- 
pean side of the case it would ouly entail 
small financial loss in any event: 

Secretary Olney, however, does not seem 
to recognize that the selection of King 
Oscar as final arbitrator is one of the 
strongest objections to this otherwise im- 
practicable and useless scheme. Why 
should the United States go to Europe at 
all in selecting the odd man? King Oscar 
individually may be a very excellent per- 
son. There are many Swedes in the United 
States and they are most excellent citizens, 
but King Oscar is not one of them. He is 
the hereditary monarch of a nation which 
does a great deal of commercial business 
with Great Britain and very little business 
with the United States. Is not the bias of 
Oscar, therefore, in favor of Great Britain? 
Why would it not have been fairer to have 
selected, for instance, the President of 
Brazil as the odd man? It would be diffi- 
cult to find a more impartial umpire. We 
buy enormously from Brazil, chiefly coffee, 
and more than any other country does. 
We do not pay in goods but in bills of ex- 
change drawn on London. On the other 
hand, when Brazil purchases she buys from 


‘Europe. Her interests, therefore, draw her 


both ways. She buys from one and sells 
to the other. She has no special ties bind- 
ing her to the United States beyond those 
of friendly feeling. 

There are other and very material rea- 
sous why the Senate can afford to move 
slowly in this business. A new gun, the 
product of Chicago genius, is to be tested 
at once by the Naval Department. If it 
fails that will- be the end of it. If it does 
not fail it will be the most terrible gun*c-ver 
invented, bt will destroy any battleship 
afloat at a single discharge. It will with a 
few discharges destroy the strongest forti- 
fications in the world. Such a gun as this 
will be an angel of peace. With a few of 
these guns in our possession there will be no 
need of an arbitration treaty. There will 
be nothing to arbitrate. No British fleet 
will care to shell our cities or get in range 
of one of these guns. No na will care 
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five leaders of the 
machine at Springfield finally throw their 
votes to Mason and help elect him? The 
answer to this question is that they be- 
lieved Gov. Tanner was opposed to Mason 
and did not want him to be elected. It was 
spite work on their part. That was their 
firm belief, though there was no apparent 
reason why they should ha ve had it. Noth- 
ing had been said or done by Gov. Tanner to 
indicate that he preferred any other candi- 
date to Mason. So far as known, he had 
done nothing to help or to antagonize any 
candidate, 
ished such a belief all through the contest. 
When they began their sinister work by 
setting up Madden they went to the Gov 
ernor, relying upon his support by the use 
of patronage. In other words, they were 
certain he would use the offices at his dispos- 
al as bribes to buy votes for Madden. They 
reduced everything to money terms. They 
looked upon an office worth $2,000 for four 


years as the equivalent of $8,000 to be used 


as a bribe by the Governor. Even honorary 
positions, carrying no pay, were invested 
with a monetary equivalent as vote-getters. 
But the Governor refused to lend himself 
to their scheme of bribery, and Madden, see- 
ing no chance for himself, was pulled off, 
and in order to spite the Governor, as he 
fancied, he came out for Mason. The ma- 
chine men, however, put up Lorimer, and 
made the same appeal to the Governor as 
they had made for Madden. They thought 
he would do for Lorimer what he had re- 
fused to do for Madden, Lorimer had only 
been a constable and not an Afderman. He 
had no Aldermanic record which could be 
published by the Civie Federation or Mu- 
nicipal Voters’ League showing he was an 
unfit man for public position. Therefore 
they went to the Governor and again ap- 
pealed to him to convert the offices in his 
gift into bribes which could be used to pur 
chase votes with. 

But the Governor again refused. The ma- 
chine men thep saw the jig was up and 
wrathfully they gave the votes they con- 
trolled to Mason, thinking it would spite 
the Governor. They told the Cook County 
members whom they controlled to vote for 
Mason. They said: We can’t elect either 
Madden or Lorimer, then let us elect a Chi- 
cago man whom we know and with whose 


_record and smiling face we are familiar, in- 


stead of an outsider who is not so well 
known. But they did not state the real 
reason why they wanted their men to vote 
for Mason—namely: that if he were elected 
it would, as they believed, spite the Gov- 
ernor. But John Tanner knows the real rea- 
son, and it is needless to say that John Tan- 
ner is very much amused and is quite as 
happy as every one in Chicago is at the dis- 
comtited, disrupted, and dismantled ma- 
chine. 


THE LEGAL TENDERS IN THE NEW 
YORK BANKS. 

The latest report of the condition of the 
leading New York banks shows that they 
hold $77,800,000 in specie ”—mostly gold. 
They have also in their “ reserves ” $113,- 
697,000 in legal tenders—greenbacks and 
Sherman notes. 

These are notes which the government 
has promised to redeem in gold on demand. 
There are no conditions attached to this 
promise. The government cannot claim 
three or one day’s grace. It must pay the 
gold on demand. If notes are presented call- 
ing for fifty or a hundred millions in gold, 
those notes must be redeemed as promptly 
as though only a thousand dollars in gold was 
asked for. Redemption must be immedi- 
ate or the government will have suspended 
specie redemption and there will be a panic. 

The Treasury holds 142 millichs of free 
gold, of which about 20 millions are at San 
Francisco. The New York banke hold 
113% millions in legal tenders. If they 
were so minded, therefore, they could 
strip the government in a few days of nearly 
every dollar in gold it has, and add the gold 
to what they already have in their vaults. 


It would not take the other Eastern banks- 
a day to complete the work of pulling out 


the gold and reducing the government to 
bankruptcy. It would not have time to sell 
bonds—if any one would buy them-—in order 
to get gold. There would be a slump of the 
currency anda general smash- up. 

It is in the power of the New Lork banks 
to empty of its gold the Subtreasury in their 
city, which is one of the two places where 
greenbacks are redéemable. Yet there are 
men who, while incessantly denouncing the 
banks and telling what dangerous institu- 
tions they are, insist that the greenbacks 
shall not be canceled, but must be paid out 
by the Treasury as fast as they are m- 
deemed. 

Then these inconsistent men want the 
banks to retain the dangerous power they 
possess. They want the private capital they 
denounce to remain free from the duty of 
supplying gold when needed for export pur- 
poses, and to compel the government to con- 
tinue furnishing gold. 

There is no way in which gold can be ob- 
tained when needed except by the sale of 
bonds, and yet these friends of the green- 
backs declare that bonds must not be sold 
in time of peace.“ That declaration 
makes it more difficult to sell bonds and 
causes bidders to offer a lower price for 
them. 

Thus it appears that most of those who 
are opposed to the retirement of the green- 
backs are aqjuated by a desire to break 
down the monetary system of the United 
States and have a currency worth 50 cents 
on the dollar instead of 100 cents. 


A KANSAS DANIEL COME TO JUDGMENT. 

The male population of Atchison, Kas., is 
plunged again in gloom. For a few days it 
reveled in the passage of an anti-high 
theater hat ordinance. But the Mayor, B. 
P. Waggoner, has interposed a veto and 
given the high hat the support of his vast 
legal learning.

No State shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or immunities of citi- 
gens of the United States, nor deny to any person 
Dr its jurisdiction the equal protection of the 

ws. 

This is a very effective section of the Con- 
stitution concerning privileges or immun- 
ities of citizens,” but it doesn't seem to 
have any particular bearing on the subject 
under discussion, which is not a privilege or 
an immunity, but merely a nuisance, It 
has been accepted as a sound proposition 
that no one has a legal right to commit a

a legal and justifiable vindication of public 
rights and law and order. 

It is a fact that a certain indulgence has 
been granted the fair sex in this matter of 
wearing hats in the theater. It began when 
hats were comparatively small and when 
the nuisance was so slight that it was tol- 
erated by the men and indulged in by the 
women in the belief that no one’s conven- 
jence or rights were being jeopardized. 
The theater hats have reached such vast 
proportions now, however, that the nuisance 
has become unbearable. Nearly all consid- 
erate women have promptly yielded to pro- 
test and remove their hats in a theater vol- 
untarily, just as they would do any other 
act of obvious courtesy. A few, however, 
have persisted in their ill-bred practice of 
piling on their heads mounds of millinery 
that completely shut off the view of the 
stage from people sitting behind them. They 
have refused to heed requests, appeals, 
protests or reasonable demands. They 
insist On making a nuisance of themselves 
with their hats. They make worthless the 
seats immediately behind them in a theater, 
and there is no way in which a patron can 
know in advance that it may not be his mis- 
fortune to have one of those seats, ‘They 
have not the slightest right to “ abridge the 
privileges or immunities of citizens of the 
United States or Kansas who sit behind 
them, when the same citizens would not be 
granted a similar right to wear high hats 
and reciprocate the discourtesy. 

This Mayor of Atchison should not mix 
up his sentiment with law. He may havea 
special reason for sympathizing with the 
women who are guilty of this unpardonable 
discourtesy, but he should not force the ad- 
mirable laws of the land to shoulder the re- 
sponsibility. There is nothing in law to sup- 
port the Mayor’s decision. There is noth- 
ing in the Constitution to grant immunity 
to a palpable and distressing nuisance sim- 
ply because it is perpetrated by a woman, 
and there is considerable in the iaw that ex- 
pressly declares that no person shall be de- 
nied “the equal protection of the laws,” 
which means among other things that wom- 
en cannot obstruct the view in a theater un- 
necessarily any more than men can. 

There is an intimation that this Mayor 
has the reputation of being well versed in 
law. This may be intended as a joke, but 
the pointgis lost when it is used to defend 
his absurd repudiation of the rights of a 
large majority of the citizens of his city, 


Wolcott’s Bimetallic Conference Bill. 
Senator Wolcott’s bill for an international 
bimetallic conference was introduced by 


Senator Chandler Wednesday, and is to be 


brought up for passage soon. It provides 
for the appointment of five or more delegates 
to any conference that may be called by this 
or any other country, and appropriates 5100, 
000 to cover any expense that may be in- 
curred. It is to be called with a view to 
securing by international agreement a fixed 
relative value between gold and silver as 
money, with free mintage at such ratio.“ 
No ratio mentioned, no attempt to regulate 
bullion value, no specification of how many 
or what nations are to make the agreement, 
no details of any kind—everything left freely 
open with a view.“ [No ratio but the com- 
mercial one will be worth a button. Tf a con- 
ference is called, there will certainly be 
no lack of views. Experience shows that 
on no subject can the human mind pro- 
duce so many and such varied views as on 
free international bimetallie coinage. Three 
conferences of the kind have already died 
from a surfeit of views. But there are plenty 
left for a new one, and Mr. McKinley can 
easily open the flood-gates of bimetallic 
eloquence, even if he cannot thereby, as Mr.

Nor can it be expected that any troversy 
whatever which involves national or will be 
submitted to arbitration by Any nation capable of 
self-vindication. The same considerations will 
likewise prevent the reference to such a tribunal 
of any dispute involving the integrity of the terri- 
tory of a nation which has been occupied by its 
subjects under a claim of right for any“consider- 
able period of time on the faigh of their copntry's 
protection. And, finally, it obvious that in no 
case whatever can that remedy be successfully 
proposed where popular feeling upon the one side 
or the other has reached fighting heat and has 
passed beyond the control of representative gov- 
ernment, A casual review of the wars that have 
occurred in modern times between countries so 
governed, and of the conditions that preceded 
them, will show how utterly futile in such emer- 
gencies would have been, or would be hereafter. 
the attempt at the lingering and uncertain process 
of submitting to the decision of foreign jurists 
quarrel that had set men's minds alre. a 

It will probably be apparent, therefore, to those 
who will reflect upon these suggestions, that it isa 
mistake to suppose that international arbi 
can ever become, as has been fondly hoped, a sub- 
stitute for war. On no such artificial and cum- 

peace on earth and good will 
among men be made to depend. These reside in 
the temper of nations, not in the decisions of 
courts. Neither can it be made a substitute for 
that diplomacy, though to a certain limited extent 
it may be an adjunct to it, through which inter- 
national affairs must always be conducted, if con- 
ducted succegsfully; for wise diplomacy is a great 
deal better than arbitration, and in nineteen cases 
out of twenty can do without it, 

These concluding words from this distin- 
guished friend of peace, who distrusts and 
rejects arbitration as a safeguard of peace, 
ought to be read by every American Senator 
and every American citizen: 

But after all means have been exhausted for

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CIVIC INSPRUCTION IN THE SCHOOLS. 


Educational Committee of the Fed- 
eration Listens to 7 Pian of 
W. A. Gil fF. 


Public school children are to become edu- 
cated to the problems of good government 
and be given Preparation for their subse- 
quent duties as useful citizens if the plan of 
civic instruction to be recommended by the 
Educational committee of the Civic Federa- 
tion meets with the favor of the Board of 
Education. 

The schedule of studies will comprise the 
elementary principles of political economy, 
national, State, and unicipal history, text- 
books on the Cons tution of the United 
States, and practical works on the success- 
ful application of good government. 

“ Brice’s American Commonwealth wil! 
be one of the books especially recommended 
for high school instruction. All books of a 
Partisan nature are to be discriminated 
against. : 

The committee met at the Crerar reference 
reading rooms yesterday afternoon. Prac- 
tically all the members of the committee 
were agreed on the needs of civic instruction. 
The general sentiment was expressed te a 
speech by W. A. Giles, who outlined the plan 


*as follows: 


Jam happy to have this opportunity to 
bring before you the subject of civic instruc- 
tion in our schools. It seems to me our 
efforts should be directed along two lines— 
the best instruction in the machinery and 
administration of government, and the incul- 
cation of a more lofty and enthusiastic pai- 
riotism. In this branch of education we 
have no well prepared set of text-books and 
no prescribed course of study. 

“Civic education is an indispensable pre- 
requisite and corollary to universal suffrage. 
We have ample provision for making busi- 
ness-men, doctors, lawyers, or artists, but 
very little attention has been given to mak- 
ing the “ citizen.”’ I would empha@ize che 
facts that 04 per cent of our children leave 
the public schools at 13 and that a large per- 
centage are of foreign extraction. 

To illustrate my idea I wish to call your 
attention briefly to the system and method 
of moral, civic, and political instruction in 
France. I have a dosen text-books such as 
are used in the schools of Paris and a small 
lilustrated volume of selections to be read 
to the children. 1 was especially interested 
in the quotations from the precepts of Benja- 
min Franklin's Poor Richard.“ Also from 
Jefferson, Washington, and in an account of 
Abraham Lincoln, laying emphasis upon his 
fillal devotion, his patriotism, and his eman- 
cipation of the slaves. These selections are 
remarkable for their high literary quality, 
for the judgment shown in their selection, 
and to their especial adaptation to the com- 
prehension of the child. 

“I present herewith the official program 
prepared by the Minister of Education and 
adopted by the National Chamber of Dep- 
uties for the schools of France. The state 
maintains the right to examine the pupils 
from private schools and institutions in these 
lines, to make sure these subjects are not 
neglected. The primary course is divided into 
lessons for 4 * of different ages—5 to 7, 
then 7 go 9. he teachers ingeniously im- 
plant in the mind of the child a sentiment of 
love and respect for parents, obedience, duty, 
and ideas of honesty, justice, dignity, so- 
briety, and obligations to associates in the 
different relations of life, and respect for 
law and devotion to one’s country. 

Secondary course, 9 to 11 years—General 
ideas concerning the organization of France; 
the citizen, his duties and rights; the obli- 
gations laid upon the scholar; military serv- 
ice; taxes; universal suffrage; the commune, 
the Mayor, the Municipal Council; the de- 
partment, the Prefect, the General Counci!; 
history of France; the state, the legislative 
power, the executive power; justice. 

Higher course—11 to 13 years: His- 
tory; more thorough ideas of the political, 
administrative, and judicial organization of 
France; the constitution; the President of 
the republic; the Senate and the Chamber 
of Deputies; the law, the central depart- 
ment and communal administration; the 
different authorities: civil and penal jus- 
tice; instruction, its various departments; 
police administration; elementary ideas of 
practical law; the civil state; the protection 
of minors and property: conversations, in- 
troducing elementary ideas of political econ- 
omy; man and his needs; society and its ad- 
vantages; capital, labor, and association; 
production. | 

“ The French idea is not only to Make each 
child an industrious, intelligent, and de- 
voted citizen, but to make him a stalwart 
Frenchman, ready to sacrifice his personal 
interests and his life, if need be, for France. 
I would have you note the character of the 
men who have prepared these little books. 
Eminent members of the French Academy, 
Deputies, Ministers of State, and professors 
have not thought this subject beneath their 
attention. 

“The introduction to the book for little 
children, by Charles Bigot, professor of lit- 
erature in the University of St, Cyr, is inthe 
form of a letter in three parts to the child. 
It begins thus: 

“ Littie French boy, my young friend, 
my younger brother, listen tome. I am go- 
ing to talk to you about the greatest, the 


most sacred thing in the world—your 2 


try.“ He begins and ends with his country— 
France. 

“I suggest the appointment of a commit- 
tee of men experianced in educational mat- 
ters, and whose minds are imbued with the 
importance ef the work, which, if they shall 
deem it advisable, shall prepare, or cause 
to be prepared, a set of text-books somewhat 
along the lines of those I have here pre- 
sented. 

“No doubt such books, if skillfully and 
judiciously prepared and indorsed by this 
committee, by other educators, and by the 
press, could be introduced into the public 
schools of this city and perhaps in other 
cities of th and other States.“ 

The committee decided to suggest a list of 
books on civic subjects, and a subcommittee 
was inetructed to prepare the list, and on 
the approval of the General Council of the 
Civic Federation to submit it to the Board 
of Education for approval. 


CAMBRIDGE APARTMENT HOUSE SALE. 


Property Passes from the Clark Syn- 
dicate to F. and J. Siegel for 100, 
000—Other Transactions. 


The Cambridge apartment house, Thirty- 
ninth street and Ellis avenue, was sold yes- 
terday by Howard P. Simmons, representing 
the Clark syndicate, to Maximilian Philips- 
born for $140,000. The purchaser in turn 
transferred the property to Ferdinand and 
Joseph Siegel for the same consideration. 
The conveyance is subject to a trust deed for 
$75,000 from L. C. Clark to F. W. Crosby, due 
five years from the present date. The parties 
to this transaction are the same as were in- 
volved in the gale of the Grand property on 
Wednesday. 

The Cambridge was sold last year by Anna 
B. Bishop to Thomas B. Bryan for $15,000. 
Mr. Bryan sold ft later in thal year to H. P. 
Simmons for $175,000. It is a motiern six- story 
structure covering an area 5ux feet. 

The building and equipment of the West 
Side artificial ice company, between Loomis, 
Throop, Van Buren, and Jackson strcets, 
was sold yesterday at the Real Estate Board 
rooms for $4,500 to W. H. Cam. The prop- 
erty is subject to a mortgage of $16,000.

DISCUSS THE NEW BILLS. 


CITIZENS TALK OF WEDNESDAY’S 
EMBRYO STATE LEGISLATION. 


Needles“ Proposed Election Laws Find 
No Favor and Are Regarded as Ma- 
chine Measures — Adolph Kraus 
Calls Nohe’s Street Car Fare Prope- 
sition Ridiculous—Both Sides of the 
Question of the Value of Insured 
Property Destroyed by Fire. 


The new bills introduced in the Legislature 
on Wednesday and reported in Tue TRiB- 
uten yesterday attracted much attention, 
and were commented on in business and po- 
litical circles all over the city with no little 
warmth. Some of these measures elicited 
commendation, but most of them were re- 
garded as immature statesmanship and were 
much deprecated. 

Adolph Kraus said: 

Mr. Needles offers a bill providing that 
the election law shall be so amended as to 
provide that the name of a candidate shall 
not appear on the official ballot more than 
once. This is an essentially vicious proposi- 
tion. If there is a disposition, for instance, 
to elect a non-partisan judiciary, and two 
parties wish to vote for the same candidate, 
this law would prevent it, and compel a par- 
tisan choice. 

Mr. Needles also introduces a bill put- 
ting the duty of appointing judges of elec- 
tion on the Judge of the County Court. This 
is a worse measure than the other. You 
may rest assured it originated with the ma- 
chine. 


Against More Appellate Courts. 

Mr. Miller wants to empower the Su- 
preme Court to create branch Appellate 
Courts when needed. This is a wholly un- 
necessary provision. Mr. Nohe's bill to com- 
pel street railway companies to sell seven 
tickets for 25 cents is ridiculous. Nearly 
all these companies are losing money at five 
cents a ride, and if the Legislature passes 
such a bill it will only have the effect of 
preventing any more roads being built. 

As to Mr. Schwab's bill to require a $500 
license for each separate line of business, 
s0 as to break up the department stores, I 
should think offhand that it would do the 
small dealers more harm than it would the 
department stores. As to Mr. Thiemann's 
bill to repeal the flag law, the flag law is 
a nuigance and the sooner it is repealed the 
better. 

Mr. Bartling wants to provide that when 
insured property is destroyed its value shal! 
be conclusively presumed to be the value 
stated im the policy. That I should call a 
bad law. Insured goods are liable to be 
changed in value in several ways.“ 

Ex-Judge Moran, going over the same 
ground, said: 

Mr. Needles’ two proposed amendments 
to the election law are two pieces of thor- 
oughly bad legisiation. They are proposed 
entirely in the interest of machine politics 
and should never pass the Legislature. Mr. 
Miller's bill providing gor branches of the 
Appellate Court meets with my hearty ap- 
probation. About fares on street railways 
I have nothing to say. I have no special 
regard for the department stores. The flag 
law is a piece of unmitigated nonsense. The 
insurance question is by no means a new 
one, and there are two sides to it.” 


Judge Carter’s Opinion. 


Judge Carter of the County Court said: 

“I think that you will find that Mr. Nee- 
diés’ bill requiring the Judge of the County 
Court to appoint the judges of elections ap- 
plies only to the country. But if it does ap- 
ply to Cook County, then I must say it is pure 
nonsense.“ 

James W. Nye said in regard to Mr. Bart- 
ling’s insurance bill: 

There are laws in Missouri, Wisconsin, 
and Vermont of this kind. In those States 
the value of property destroyed by fire must 
be taken to be the value expressed in the 
policy. But the effect has been to increasa 


| greatly the number of fires and to raise the 


rates of insurance.“ 

J. H. Moore of Moore & Janes said: 

The laws on this subject in other States 
apply only to buildings. If Mr. Hartling's 
bill becomes a law it will be the only law I 
ever heard of applying the principle to mer- 
chandise. Of course it would be a bad law. 
An elevator full of wheat may be worth 
$56,000 less today than it was yesterday.“ 


ALLEN’S BILL TO ABOLISH TOWNSHIPS 


County Commistioner Drafts a Meas- 
ure to Take the Place of Mad- 
den’s “ Greater Chicago.”’ 


County Commissioner Allen has completed 
the drafting of a measure, which he asserts 
will reach the desired end of lessening the 


expenses of Cook County government by 


a much more practical method than that pro- 
posed in Ald. Madden’s “ Greater Chicago“ 


scheme. 

The act which he has prepared is entitled 
„To provide for the abolition of township 
government in incorporated cities."”". The 
plan will permit local home rule in the 
twenty-six rural townships in Cook County, 
but will abolish the township orgapizations 
within this city. The two sections of the bill 
are as follows: 

In any incorporated city in this State in 
which there are two or more townships the 
County Board (or ——) shall upon the petition 
of not less than —— of the legal voters of the 
respective townships or portions of town- 
ships lying within the limits of such city as 
determined by the vote cast at the last pre- 
ceding —— election, submit at the next gen- 
eral State, county, or municipal election to 
the voters to be voted upon the question of 
discontinuing township governments in the 
townships or portions of townships within 
such city limits. 

“If at arm election held under the provis- 
ions of Sec. 1 a majority of all the votes 
cast upon the question within such city are 
for the discontinuance of township govern- 
ments then such township governments in 
all territory embraced in such city limits 
shall cease, and until other provision is made 
by law the laws relating to counties discon- 
tinuing township government shall take ef- 
fect and be in force as far as Applicable.” 

“If there are no constitutional difficul- 
tles, Commissioner Allen said, my plan 
will certainly effect a solution of the town- 
ship problem—satisfactory alike to the city 
and country. There is nothing prohibitory 
in the Constitution, but there may be the 
negative objection that there is no provision 
for township abolition within parts of the 
county.”’ 

Attorney Harvey B. Hurd of the Civic 
Federation said last night with reference to 
Commissioner Allen's bill: 

“It would necessitate a constitutiena!l 
amendment, as it ie not possible to abolish 
2 of the townships without abolishing 
a 3

BUREAU OF CHARITIES ASKS FOR HELP 


| Secretary Ayres Tells of the Harrow- 


ing Cases of Destitation Which Dee 
mand Immediate Attention. 


The Chicago Bureau of Charities, im- 
pelled by the increasing number of cases of 
destitution demanding immediate relief, 
bas issued an appeal through its Finance 
committee for the purpose of securing a fund 
to be expended through its agents in succor- 
ing those who are unable to provide the 
necessities of life for themselves. 

Philip W. Ayres, Secretary of the bureau, 
said yesterday: 

„As nearly as I can estimate from the re- 
ports sent in by district agents there are at 
least 8,000 heads of families in this city who 
have found it necessary to make application 
to some charitable organization for relief, 
A noticeable thing is that a large number 
of the new applicants this year are com- 
parativély young persons, of the class that 
are generally well able to take care of them- 
selves, young married couples, young wid- 
ows, or women whose husbands have de- 


serted them. 

„ Heretofore the bureau has done nothing 
more than serve as a clearing-house for 
other organizations. Cases chat are re- 
ported to our agents now are frequently so 
urgent that it is impossible, without inhu- 
manity, to delay ald until they can be re- 
ported to the NN or county or some local 
charity. Hence this appeal has been made, 
and we expect in a few days results will ap- 
pear in the form of subscriptions sent toour 
treasurer, President E. G. Kelth of the Met- 
ropolitan Bank.“ 

Secretary Ayres said among the applica- 
tions reeeived was a large element of those 
whose destitution had been discovered and 
reported by neighbors. 

The appeal sent out by the Finance com- 
mittee of the bureau, coma’ of Porter B. 
Fitagerald, Franklin MacVeagh, rt M. 
Orr, Merritt Starr, and Elliott V. Durand, 
calls attention to the urgent need of succor 
of the thousands in want and details the ar- 
rangements made for distributing relief. 

In the districts on the West and North- 
west Sides arrangements have been made for 
wagons to go about gathering up clothing 
and provisions from those having them to 
spare and notices giving the time at whica 
the wagon will call are circulated through- 
out the district. The materials thus accu- 
mulated are taken to a storeroom and dis- 
tributed among families known to be de- 
serving and in need. 

The Finance committee has also appointed 
a prominent man in each of the various lines 
of trade to secure subscriptions to etrength- 
en the association ih the work necessary 
to meet the requirements of complete orgar- 
ization of the charitable forces of the city. 

County Agent Oleson said yesterday the 
work of relieving the poor and needy this 
winter is a more serious problem than it has 
been since the time of the great fire. He 
complains that his present force of office 
help and agents is unable to cope with the 
demands that are made on it and the means 
of affording relief ls growing less every day. 

“ The class of needy that is applying to me 
this year is a class that I have never had be- 
fore. They are nearly all worthy people 
who have been reduced to straitened cir- 
cumstances because of lack of work. Some 
of them even own their homes.“ 

President Healy was asked whether any 
attempt was being made to adequately re- 
lieve the conditions that exist at the County 
Agent's office. ‘‘ It would not be wise man- 
agement,“ he said, to use up the County 
Agent's appropriation in furnishing him suf- 
ficient help in his office at the expense of 
the supply fund. I sent two watchmen from 
this building to help the Agent out and 1 
shall try to get him others.“ 

It is probable that a resolution will be in- 
troduced before the County Board on Mon- 
day giving Mr. Oleson more help in his office 
during the months of the heavy work. Sev- 
eral of the Commissioners favor helping 
him at this time. 


SEEK TWO CHICAGO BOYS IN CUBA. 


Parents of Young Arthur Wallsee and 
Henry Deming Ask the Assistance 
of the Federal Government, 


Two Chicago boys, Arthur Wallace, son 


of the pastor of the Eighth Presbyterian 
Church, whose home is at No. 682% Wash- 
ington boulevard, and Henry H. Deming, 
son of Dr. Deming, No. 4356 Greenwood ave- 
nue, Hyde Park, are missing from their 
homes, and it is feared they have gone to 
Cuba. Efforts are being made to have the 
State Department at Washington look into 
the matter and have the government agents 
in Cuba search for the boys among the pris- 
oners in the hands of the Spanish and among 
the hospitals used by the insurgents. 

Young Wallace was at one time a pupil at 
a private military school in Wisconsin, ana 
it is supposed dhat the love of military pur- 
suits induced him to try to get a taste of real 
war. Wallace is 16 years old, and large for 
his age. He left his home Nov. 28, and since 
then has not been heard from, although the 
police have searched for him and have sent 
copies of his picture all over the country. 

Deming left his home only two weeks ago. 
He was traced to St. Louis, where it was 
found that he had registered at a hotel, but 
after that all traces of him were lost by the 
detegtives who were aftef him. 

It is supposed, however, that the boy went 
down the Mississippi River by a steamer to 
New Orleans, and from there managed to 
get to Cuba.

REFORMERS MEET AND ORGANIZE 
THE CHICAGO LEAGUE, 


One-Time Sunset Club Suggests the 
Plan of the New Association—Ban- 
quets at Intervals Will Afford or- 
portunities for Proselyting Guests 
~Difficualty Ic Experienced in Fix- 
ing on a Name, During Which Prof. 
C. 8. Halberg Gives His Opinion. 


The Chicago Tax Reform League, mod- 
eled after the defunct Sunset club, was or- 
ganized at a meeting of single-taxers held 
at the Great Northern Hotel last night. 
The mission of the league is to spread the 
propaganda of single tax, and it is to be 
done at dinners given at intervals of one or 
two months, to which guests not identified 
with the cause are to be invited. 

An animated and interesting discussion 
arose over the selection of the name to be 
given the organization. W. A. Lantz moved 
that the name be The Business-Men's Re- 
form Tax League,” but this was objected to 
for several reasons, and by a number of per- 
sons. 

Prof. C. 8. Halberg of the University of 
Illinois objected for the reason that he did 
not like business-men, who, he said, took 
little interest in reform movements. Labor- 
ing men and mechanics, he said, compre- 
hended these subjects better, and besides he 
thought the name was not applicable, be- 
cause few of the members of the league were 
business-men. 

Object to Cajolery in Names. 

It was objected to by several others be- 
cause the use of the name, they said, 
amounted to an attempt to cajole busines-- 
men and others into a misconception as to 
the real character of the club, and by this 
questionable method induce them to attend 
its gatherings. They suggested that the 
words “ business-men be omitted, and that 
the name be simply .“The Tax Reform 
League.“ 

T. MeFarland denied that there was any 
attempt to cajole business-men or any one 
else. He said it was desirable to reach this 
class of people, and that they were more in- 
tereated than any one else just now in se- 
curing a system of taxation under whica 
they would not be compelled to pay the ex- 
orbitant rents demanded at present. He 
thought the name suitable an dignified. 

John Z. White objected to the name for a 
number of reasons. He was disposed to 
think there was something in the suggestion 
that it smacked of the confidence game to 
some extent, and expressed a preference for 
some simple name, such us the Sunset 
club.” He objected to the use of the words 
‘tax reform,” which he said were used by a 
multiplicity of organizations, He thought 
some brief name indicative of the purposes 
of the club was to be preferred, 

After considerable discussion if was moved 
to.amend the original motion by dropping 
off the words business- men's,“ but this 
was voted down as was also the original 
motion. 

, Labor Over a Title. 

A motion was then made that the name be 
“The Century club, but this was also 
voted down, whereu a committee of 
three, consisting of Messrs. White, McFar- 
land, and Cooling, was appointed to with- 
draw and decide upon an appropriate name. 
After some time they reported they were 
unable to agree, and submitted three names 
—namely: the first mentioned, “ The Honest 
Tax Reform League,” and the “ Chicago 
Tax Reform League.” This name was 
agreed to. 

It was decided then to leave all matters in 
connection with the banquets and other 
busin of the club in the hande of an Ex- 
‘ecutive committee of five, which was to have 
the power to increase its number when con- 
sidered desirable. 

The Chairman of the league is T. J. Am- 
berg, and the Secretary Thomas Rhodus. 
These are to be members of the Executive 
committee ex-officio. 

A motion was also made to restrict the 
membership of the club entirely to those 
who believe in the single tax theory, or to 
those to some extent in aympathy with it, 
but this was voted down. 

The probable cost of the banquets was dis- 
cussed, and it was said by those who had 
made inquiries in the matter that they would 
not exceed $1.50 per plate, and might be se- 
cured for $1. ‘ 

The date of the first banquet, which will 
be some time in the near future, will be 
‘fixed by the committee within a few days.

The latter jumped 
to one side, but the woman fell from the 
ferce of the kick and struck the stone floor 
with territfe force, severely injuri her 
head.

Here she remained for a 
year and was then traneferred to Kankakee, 
the police Having been Informed that she 
had died at Dunning., The report way never 
doubted.

The Appellate Court yesterday set aside 
the verdict of $35,000 which was awarded iu 
Judge Sears’ court to 9-year-old Jessie Krue- 
ger last year for injuries received in an ac- 
cident on the West Madison street cable line.

The ctuld was m- 
jured by a cable car on June 27, 1892, while 
crossing at Sangamon and West Madison 
streets. It was necessary te amputate her 
left leg near the thigh. 

In making his closing argument to the jury 
Attorney Case referred to street car lines 
as modern juggernauts,” and said they 
operated machinery of death.“ 

Justice Waterman wrote the opinion, and 
Judge Gary adds to the opinion of his col- 
league: This court of late years has not 
done its duty upon objections to verdicts be- 
cause of the conduct of attorneys. It may 
not be too late to do works meet far re- 
pentance.“ 

Justice Shepard dissents from the opirion. 

A case from the Circuit Court is reversed 
by the reviewing court for much the same 
reason as in the Krueger case.

All the social faction were gath- 
ered at a place around the corner and were 
waiting for a message from the club-house. 

There had to be a meeting then, and each 
side hurried to call its men in. The Chair- 
man of the meeting was quickly chosen and 
he chanced to be a member of the social con- 
'tingent. As he glanced over the noisy crowd 
before him he saw there was no chance for 
his friende, and he gladly welcomed a mo- 
tion for a week’s adjournment. The yeas 
rang out in good form, and so did the nays, 
but the Chairman declared for the aflrma- 
tive and left his chair and gavel amid vo- 
ciferous calls for a division. The social men 
had won the day. 4 

The cause of all this fuss is the deter- 
mination of half the club to change the con- 
stitution so that society will be the prin- 
cipal feature and cycling and athietics side 
issues, The members of this faction are 
the men who have the money. They also 
hold the lease on the club-house, and, as 
they say, the rent is now three months in 
arrears, they think they have the best side 
of the argument. If their wishes are not 
complied with the lease will be lifted and 
the Columbia Wheelmen will be no more. 

The cyclists say that the club has been a 
wheeling organization for seven years and 
it is foolish to change its character now. 
The cyclists ar the life of the club and 
Have been so for all its existence. 

Many of the social faction, it is asserted 
by their opponents, are men who deserted 
the club at one time and are now swarming 
back to change its character. 

I. B. Nordham and S. A. Scheltes are men 
who have been with the club since its be- 
ginning and say that it has fallen off from 
250 to 85 members. all because it is en- 
tirely a cycling club. 

John Kurtz, who leads the cycliste, is de- 
termined that the members shall not be 
obliged to wear “ spike-tailed coats and 
stand-up collars every time they enter the 
club-house.”’

A statement of the advantages of the 
Wheaton course, with a map emphasizing 
its good points, has been sent to golf players 
all over the country. 

Arguments Advanced. 

Among the arguments advanced are the 
following: 

„The Chicago Golf club conforms in every 
particular to Sec. 6 of the By-Laws of the 
association, which is: The amateur and 
open championship tournament shall take 
place on the links of an associate club, in se- 
lecting which due consideration shall be 
given to accessibility, accommodations, and 


conditions of course.’ 

„The Chicago Golf club is one of the five 
original associate members of the United 
States Golf Association. The club is situ- 
ate within twenty-four miles of Chicago, at 
Wheaton. Forty-two trains daily run to and 
from Wheaton, the express trains making 
the trip in from thirty-seven to forty-two 
minutes. As regards accommodations, the 
club has twenty-three available rooms for 
visitors, besides ample accommodations in 
the Town of Wheaton for those who prefer 
not stopping in Chicago. As for the condi- 
tion of the course, the Chicago club golf 
couree is the only first-class eighteen-hole 
golf course in the United States. 

“The East has held the two previous 
amateur and open championship tourna- 
ments, one at Newport and the other at 
Shinnecock Hills, at each of which the ama- 
teur championship was won by a member of 
the Chicago Golf club, and at the second 
meeting of the open championship tourna- 
ment the cup was won by the professional of 
the Chicago Golf club. The woman's cham- 
pionship tournament was held in the Hast 
at the Morris County Golf club in 1896, and 
the representatives of the Chicago Golf club 
grant that it shall be held in the East in 1897 
without dissent. 

Distance and Expense. 5 

„In discussing the claims of the Chicago 
Golf club for the tournament of 1897 with 
leading Eastern golfers, their opinion seems 
to be that the only reason the East can deny 
the West this meeting is on account of the 
distance of Chicago from the East and the 
expense of going there, coupling with this 
the statement that there are ten golfers in 
the East where there is one in the West. 
It is true that Chicago is twenty-four hours 
from New York, twenty-two from Philadel 
phia and Washington, and twenty-six from 
Boston, but this si ly consumes one whole 
day, whereas, going*to Shinnecock and New- 
port from the same places kills one day. 
The comfort in traveling to Chicago is in- 
finitely greater tharkthat in going to Shinne- 
cock or Newport. As for the expense, ar- 
rangements can be made that the railroad 
fare for the round trip to Chicago shall not 
be more than $86.70, including sleeping car 
accommodations. 

“It is the opinion of those competent to 
judge that the difference in fare would be 
largely saved in the relative cost of living 
at the Chicago Golf club as compared with 
the Eastern clubs. 

“As to ten golfers in the Hast where 
there is one in the West,’ there are probably 
ten men whe play golf in the East where 
there is one in the West, but with the asso- 
ciation limiting the entries to players whose 
handicap is not more than six strokes from 
scratch, there are certainly not three golf- 
ers in the East where there is one in Chicago, 
let alone the West. . 

Advantages at Wheaton. 

“ Throughout the Chicago Golf club course 
there are no stones, no fences, no trees, no 
precipitous climbing, no terraced greens, no 
crossing, while the varying lengths from 
tee to hole compare favorably with the 
championship Hrks abroad, notably that of 
St. Andrews, Scotland. Bunkers, mounts, 
cops, four bits of low morass ground, and 
two water hazards are so distributed 
throughout the course as to make nearly 
every hole a new problem and require a 
golfer to be equally expert with every club 
in his bag. The putting greens are large 
(averaging forty yards or more in diameter) 
and natural, varying in character, some on 
hills, more or less rounded, other greens are 
flat, while still others lie at a slight angle. 

“Sliced and pulled balls are punished by 
‘out of bounds’ on the one hand ahd long 
grass on the other. 

“The ground is high and undulating, the 
topsoil a rich black loam with unexcelled 
turf, the sybsoil gravel.

TOBOGGAN SLIDES AND SKATING 
RINKS EVERYWHERE. 


‘Pedestrians Strain Nerve and Temper 
to Maintain Their Equilibrium on 
the Sidewalks, Then Take to the 
Middle of the Avenues—William 
Burns Breaks a Leg and W. c. 
Stubbs Has a Badly Gashed Head— 
Youngsters Enjoy the Situation.

The sidewalks of Chicago yesterday were 
the smoothest things on the face of the 
earth. The streets were skating ponds and 
the sidewalks were ribbons of ice. Those 
who walked abroad if they did not slip up 
and fall down avoided it only by exercising 
the greatest precaution. 

In the suburbs and residence sections the 
slippery condition of the thoroughfares was 
particularly noticeable In the business 
section the warmth retained by the shelter- 
ing buildings and the wear of all-night traf- 
fic kept the streets passable. But down- 
town, along the Lake-Front.and near it, 
where the cold winds of the night before had 
full sweep, the pavements were a. glare of 
ice, and to stand upon them was next to 
impossible. ; 

As @ consequence the novel spectacle of 
pedestrians forming processions in the mid- 
dle of the street was not uncommon. Long 
files of pedestrians marched down Michigan 
avenue on the way from railroad stations 
to their places of business. 

All conditions had been just right to cover 
the city with a casing of ice. Wednesday 
afternoon and night soft snow had been fall- 
ing and melting almost as fast as it fell. 
During the night the temperature fell sud- 
denly. Then it was in order for people to 
fall suddenly—and many improved the op- 
portunity. . | 


Accidents of the Day. 

Willtam C. Stubbs of Highland Park re- 
ceived a deep gash in his scalp that will 
keep him laid up probably for two weeks. 
As he was passing the house of hie father- 
in-law, Prof. Elisha Gray, at Highland Park, 
a Great Dane dog, his pet, bounded out to 
meet him and, jumping against him, threw 
him to the ground. His head struck against 
a sharp piece of ice, causing the wound. 

William Burns, an unmarried man living 
at No. 15 Peck court, was leading a horse to 
a blacksmith shop, when at Wabash avenue 
and Harmon court the animal slipped on the 
ice and fell upon him, breaking his right leg. 
He was taken to the County Hospital. 

Some people scattered salt on the ice in 
front of their houses. Others used sand or 
ashes, but the proportion of those who tried 
in any way to remedy the general slipperi- 
ness was so small that pedestrians found lit- 
tle relief. All there wae for them to do was 
to strain muscles and nerves to keep on their 
feet, and go to bed with sore. limbs and a 
oe of relief that they had no bones 

roken.

Small boys and girls strapped on their 
skates at their own doorsteps and sped away 
in any direction choice dictated. It was ice 
every where, and they were not subject to the 
dictates of park policemen or anybody else. 
Sleds, that had begn lying idle all winter, 
were dragged to light, and left rusty streaks 
on outside cellar doors and other inclined 
planes.

During the middle of the day the sun 
slightly softened the icy crust, but in the 
main the conditions were little better at 
night than in the morning. From present in- 
dications, the ice is likely to threaten life and, 
limb until it is worn out by traffic. 


OAKLAND DEMANDS A NEW SCHOOL, 


Mass-Meeting of Patrons Gives Force 
to the Request and Co issioner 
Rosenthal Promises Relief. 


Oakland people who have seen the popula- 
tion of their region quadruple since Hyde 
Park became a part of Chicago, while the 
old red schoolhouse, built in 1874, has not 
extended its walls an inch, gathered at the 
Oakland club, Ellis and Oakwood avenues, 
last night to give formal expression to their 
pent-up indignation. 

‘There were 150 of them in the club hall 
when John R. Bensley called the indignation 
meeting to order. Every man and woman 
of the 150 wanted more school room for their 
children and they wanted it rightaway. Nor 
did they have any doubt about the justice of 
their demands upon the Board of Education 
and the City Council. Warm speeches were 
made by Congressman-elect Mann, Ald. 
Mavor, William A. Bond, A. Stevenson, 
principal of the Oakland School, Commis 
sioner Rosenthal, member of the Board of 
Education, and others. 

Mr. Mann said that when the Oakland dis- 
trict became a part of the City of Chicago 
in 1889 the Oakland School district took in 
the region betwen Thirty-ninth and Forty- 
third streets and east from Grand boulé- 
vard to the lake. In that year 960 votes 
were cas in the district. 

After annexation the district was extended 
north to Thirty-eighth street, taking in both 
sides of that street. The voting population 
in the old district had inereased to 3,310, 
and in the entire district now sending its 
children to the Oakland School 4,060 votes 
were cast at the last election. 

And yet with this increase from 960 votes 
in 1889 to 4,060 votes in 1896,” Mr. Mann ex- 
claimed, the only increase in our school 
facilities has been the addition of two gram- 
mar roome from the removal of the high 
school of Oakland from the building.”’ 

Mr. Rosenthal promised for the Board of 
Education that. immediate relief from the 
overcrowded condition of the school would 
be given by the leasing of temporary quar- 
ters somewhere in the neighborhood. Addi- 
tional teachers would be employed, and Oak- 
land, he said, would receive fairer treatment. 
But the Board of Education, he said, could 
not do anything at present for permanent 
quarters, for it did not have the funds in 
hand. An appeal must be made to the City 
Council for an increased appropriataion if 
permanent relief was to be obtained. 

Acting on these suggestions a committee 
was named to KO to the City Hall this after- 
noon at 3:30 o'clock, and appear before the 4 
Committee on Grounds and Buildings.

youth Elmer Daugherty was a favorite, 
held. up to his associates as an exemplary

GOLD FEYER BREAKS OUT IN GEORGIA 


Rush to Reopen the Old Mines—New, 
Rich Veins Struck — Chiorination 
Process Succeeds on Sulphuret Ores. 


Dahlonega, Ga., Jan. 19.— There is a revival 
in gold mining in this region, fully 190 
mines being in operation. During the last 
two weeks the city has been full of pros- 
pectors from Cripple Creek, who are taking 
options on the property, Among them is 
James Doyle, the big Cripple Creek operator. 
Surface ore is all that has been previgusly 
worked, but recently, in experiments here, 
Mr. French of Pittgburg, Pa., has demon- 
strated that the chlorination process is a 
successful way of treating sulphuret ores. 
Betz, the Philadelphia brewer, and Christian. 
Wahl of Milwaukee have obtained very rich 
assays, the latter having had ore to run as 
high as $1,100 to the ton, while Judge Mur- 
ray of Tennessee, who is tunneling a moun- 
tain near here, struck three rich veins which 
run from $29 to $500. All this ore is sapro- 
lite, or dec , and is easily mined. 
The Creighton mines, southwest of here, 
yielded 68,000 pennyweights last year, while 
the owners of the Holly Springs mines have 
taken out $40,000 in the last few months, 
using a ten-stamp mill. : 

The whole region is excited. Veins which 
are mere ribbons on the surface run together 
at varying depths and widen out to 10, 50, 
and 100 feet with increasing richness as 
they go down. One company is being or- 
ganized to put in a large plant with a 200 
stamp mill and another syndicate is getting 
ready to put in a 260 stamp mill with a 
chlorination plant large enough to treat all 


the concentrates from 500 stamps.

SAY THEY ARE HOOLOO ENGINES. 


Four Out of Six Moguls on the Iron 
Mountain Read Explode With- 
eut Apparent Cause. 


the 


St. Louis Republic: Is there a hoodoo hov- 
ering over the big Baldwin mogu! engines in 
use on the Iron Mountain railroad? 

This question is one that the engineers 
and firemen on that road are quietly put- 
ting to each other as they 
their work and the dangers attending it. 
Few callings there are that do not have their 
superstitions, and railroading is no excep- 
tion to the rule; but it is few of these super- 
stitions that are so well founded in fact as the 
one now so rapidly gaining belief, and which 
attends each trip on one of these engines 
with a fear of fatality to its crew. Not a 
man now climbeon one of the series of mogul 
engines which was added to the rolling 
equipment of the road about two years ago 
without feeling that he has added an ad- 
ditional danger to those every railroad man 
daily encounters. 

The reagon for this feeling grows out of a 
series of mishaps that began soon after this 
class of engines was placed in service, and 
which train crews feel will continue until 
the last engine is demolished. Out of six 
engines built and purchased at the time but 
two remain. The other four have all been 
destroyed within the last eighteen months in 
exactly the same way. They have all ex- 
ploded, with fatal results to both engines —

trainmen say, no apparent reason Hor the 
explosions. Investigation has added little 
information to that given by thecrews. Ap- 
parently the engines are built all right, com- 
lete. in every detall, yet they continue to 
low up, every time a life or two is 
snuffed out, So the men have come to think 
that all the engines of this series are doomed 
to be destroyed in the same way—by an ex- 
plosion of the boiler—and they had almost 
as soon be told to jump off the Eads bridge 


E 3 d of De Soto was instant- 
ly killed, @s wae also a brakeman, whose 
name a be ascertained. James 
Brady, the fireman, wes-terribly injured and 
burned. He was brought to the Missouri 
Pacific Hospital, in this city, where he is 
now lying at the point of death. The brake- 
man was standing near the engine when the 
explosion. occurred. He turned around and 
walked about 100 feet to the station-house, 
took a drink of water, fell over, and died 
almost instantly. No one knows why this 
engine exploded. . 

On Monday afternoon an engine exploded 
near Wynne, Ark. The engineer is reported 
killed by .the meager reports that have 
reached St. Louis. Yesterday O. S. Davis 
of Wynne, a brakeman, and William Tre- 
vathan, the fireman, whose home is at Mem- 

ts, were brought to the Missauri Pacific 

ospital suffering from injuries received in 
this last. explosion. Both were terribly 
scalded, but will probably recover. They are 
swathed in cotton and unable to talk. 
Trevathan is out of his head at times. Davis 
is not hurt so badly, but he cannot give an in- 
telligent unt of the explosion. He seems 
to be still dazed from the shock. 

This series of engines had been in use 
about six months when the first accident oc- 
curred... This was about eighteen months 
ago. It exploded at a small station just 
across in Arkansas. Two members of the 
crew were killed and one or two more in- 
jured. No great importance was attached 
to this accident at the time, it being looked 
on simply as one of those things that are 
inseparab 
later another of the engines, No. 638, ex- 
ploded at Tucker, Mo. Engineer Schaefer, 
the fireman, and a brakeman were killed in 
this accident. No good reason for this ex- 
plosion ‘was ever given, and it, too, was 
placed on the long list of umexplainmable and 
unaccountgble incidents. 

But two more of the engines going in the 
same way within the last week, with just as 
little apparent reason, have set the rank and 
file of the road employés to whispering 
among themselves. It is said that all the 
engines on the road will be renumbered in 
an attempt to disguise the two remaining 

nes, so that the superstition that has 
n will be lost in a cloud of doubt. 


BLIND MAN BUILDS A COMPLETE HOUSE 


Paul S. Pinkham, Resident of Maine, 
Accomplishes a Modt Remarkable 
Mechanical Feat Without Help. 


Paul S. Pinkham is a resident of Millbridge, 
Me., who, though blind, has succeeded in 
building, unaided, a better house than most 
carpenters ih possession of all their faculties 
would construct. 

Pinkham has been bereft of sight since he 
was 12 years old, and he is now 55. The 
house which Pinkham built, says the Phila- 
delphia Press, is a spacious house, with a 
comfortable and roomy look, a story and a 
half high, witha long ell one story high. The 
clapboarding is well put on and the windows 
doors, and exterior finish look as if done by 
an expert carpenter, while the interior is as 
perfect in its plan and construction as one 
could expect.

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CREDITORS WILL SECURE A WR * 

OF NP EXEAT IF NECESSARY, 
eg | 

Alarm Is Caused by a Report That Phy- 

siciaus Had Recommended a Trip 

for the Health of the Former Bank- 

' er~Committee Meets to Consider 

Action Advisable and Arrange for 

a Gathering of All Claimants—Sto- 

ries of Questionable Transactions. 


E. S. Dreyer will not be permitted to leave 
the city if the creditors of his banking firm 
can prevent it. They were greatly stirred 
up yesterday by the report that Mr. Dreyer 
had been advised by his physician to make 
a trip for his health. 

It was decided that any attempt to leave 
the State would cause the Creditors’ Aseo- 
ciation to apply to the courts for a writ of 
ne exeat, and if it were obtained the ex- 
banker would be placed under bonds not to 
leave the State or the jurisdiction of the 
court issuing the writ. Failure to give 
bonds would result in Mr. Dreyer’s incarcer- 
ation in the County Jail. 

This determination to disregard the state 
of Dreyer's health was due in a large degree 
to the bitter feeling, which is said to be grow- 
ing day by day, against him among the peo- 
ple who lately trusted him to such a degree 
as to take his unsecured word on all financial 


dealings. 

There has been an avalanche of complaints 
both to the receiver and to the creditors’ 
committee of questionable transactions in 
the sale of mortgages. People have come 
in droves to find out What they really,owned. 
They claimed they had purchased the paper 
as firet mortgages, well secured by the mar- 
gin of equity in real estate. They have 
found frequently that they held second and 


third mortgages. 
Incumbrances Exceed Values. 


Generally the first mortgage shown on the 
records was as large as any mortgage should 
have been on the property, and frequently 
the combined incumbrance aggregated much 


more than the value of the realty. 

On all these incumbrances the interest had 
been paid promptly, and the holders had no 
doubt they held gilt-edged paper until the 
crash came. Who paid the interest will not 
be known until the receiver has overhauled 
the books, but the supposition, of course, is 
that the firm selling the mortgages kept up 
the interest out of its own assets in ofder to 
avoid the discovery foreclosure proceedings 
would have brought forth. 

At first, after the failure of the firm, these 
complaints were treated as oversights in not 
having release deeds of previous mortgages 
entered of record, but this explanation is 
now no longer made. 

The Committee of the Creditors’ Associa- 
tion met a large pumber of creditors at the 
office o uell & Ambrose, in the Ashland 
Block, yesterday afternoon. The depositors 
came in response to an invitation which had 
been sent out the preceding day, and the 
failure was talk over with them in detail. 
In about ten day a general meeting of cred- 
itors will be held. A large hall will be re- 
quired, as the list; which the receiver fur- 
nished the committee on order of the court, 
comprises 1, 2000 names, Of that number 
about 450 were classed as depositors. The 
rest had dealings with the broken firm, gen- 
erally as buyers of mortgages. 

A scheme is on foot for a division of some 
of the real estate among the creditors, ifany 
way to make such a division can be found. 
The idea is that the creditors can take the 
property and get a great deal more out of it 
than if fi were forced to a sale under existing 
conditions in the real estate market. The 
receiver and members of the Creditors’ com- 
mittee have talked this plan over, and have 
agreed that it is the best way to handle a 
good portion of the assets. 


Appraisement Is Under Way. 


The appraisement of the property is now 
well under way. It will show, it is stated, 
an enormous shrinkage from the nominal 
figures given in the first, report of the re- 
ceiver and taken from the books of the firm. 
Valuation is fixed in this inventory as the 
actual sum realizable under existing con- 
ditions in the money market in respect te 
real estate investments. 

The inventory which the receiver will file 
of the assets, it ie said will make it @ 
wonder that the firm continued to keep 
afioat for several years back.

Atlas Money About All Paid Out. 


But $38,000 now remains in the Atlas Na- 
tional Bank. In less than four weeks the 
Clearing-House, Chairman Lombard of its 
committee said yesterday, had paid out near- 
ly $1,200,000 in the liquidation of the Atlas, 
and the work is at last considered finished. 
The claim of the bank against William M. 
Van Nortwick, one of the directors, for 
$300,000 has been turned over by the Clear- 
ing-House te the Executive committee of the 
bank, which is now trying to effect a settle- 
ment. 

At the close of business yesterday after- 
noon Receiver McKeon of the National Bank 
of Illinois had given out J,100 checks to de- 
positors in payment of the 50 per cent divi- 
dend. About 200 checks have not been called 
for. Work in proving up the balance of the 
claims against the failed bank is being 
pushed, and by Tuesday next the first divi- 
dend will be practically out of the way. 


John S. Van Nortwick’s Assets. 


Assignee John M. Baer, who took charge 
of the property of John 8. Van Nortwick in 
Wisconsin when the Van Nortwicks went 
to the wall, after the liquidation of the Atlas 
National Bank four weeks ago, filed his 
report and schedule of assets at Appleton, 
Wis., yesterday. The figures in bulk show 
assets of $1,053,289 and liabilities of $28,831. 

The figures of assets show only the in- 
dividual properties of John S. Van Nortwick 
im Wisconsin and his personal interests in 
the joint properties of the brothers in Wis- 
consin and include none of his personal or 
joint interests in Illinois. 

The liabilities do not include his share of 
the claim of the Atlas Bank nor of the claims 
of Illinois parties against joint properties of 
the brothers, Such claims, not included in 
the above figures, are for abilities incurred 
mostly, it is stated, for the personal benefit 
of William M. Van Nortwick, though by rea- 
son of securities given in the firm name 
John S. is held equally responsible.
